County Approves 


Revenue Report 


Close to $400,000 in federal 
revenue sharing funds has 
been spent in Collin County 
during the past year, and the 
Commissioners Court gave 
their 
official 
approval 
Monday morning to a report 
detailing where the funds 
went. 
According to the federal 
Actual Use Report, $124,132 
was spent to purchase road 
equipment by the various 
precincts, under the heading 
of public tran sp o rtatio n , 
while $132,417 
was spent 
under the heading of general 
governmental operations for 
the purchase of punchcard 
voting machines. 
Two other expenditures 
were noted in the report— 
$127,470 spent on revaluation 
of all taxable property in the 
county, and M500 spent for 
operation and maintenance 
of the County 
Firem en's 
Assn.—funds which for the 
most part are allocated to 
city fire departm ents in the 
county for fighting county 
fires. 
Approval of the report was 
one of but two action items 
on 
the 
com m issioners’ 
agenda Monday, with the 
other being the approval of 
Elaine Pickett as a deputy 
tax assessor. 


Mayor Harold Bacchus of 
Frisco sent Frisco Fire Chief 
Randy B arton, how ever, 
who asked the county for 
more money to pay 
for 
fighting rural fires. Since the 
county does not have a fire 
departm ent, it pays city fire 
departm ents a monthly sum 
to 
provide 
firefighting 
services to county areas. 
Bacchus earlier had won 
approval of rural residents 
in the Frisco area to request 
additional funds for main­ 
tenance of city firefighting 
equipment which is used to 
fight county fires. 
The Frisco City Council 
had voted 
to discontinue 
firefighting activities out­ 
side the city limits if ad­ 
ditional help is not received 
from the county.

Students Not Handicapped

For some people, sign lan­ 
guage is their native tongue. 
For 
others, 
vibrations 
through the fingers replace 
sounds through the ears, or 
wheel 
ch airs 
fulfill 
the 
function of feet. 
But those people are not 
handicapped. There are no 
such things as handicapped 
people — just handicapped 
environments, environments 
unable to meet the neetw of 
some people that just happen 
to be a little different. 
That’s the view from the 
wheel chair, the perspective 
of the blind, the voice of the 
speechless, the perception of 
the deaf. 
And for decades they have 
been pushed indoors, given 
welfare, provided with a tele­ 
vision set and told not to be a 
bother — but no more. 
“The utterly unjust stigma

of being handicapped; the at­ 
titude which causes people to 
shy away from the disabled, 
for fear I might catch it,’ is 
being broken down slowly but 
surely,” said Steve Fasteau 
of El Camino College, resi­ 
dent of the California As­ 
sociation of Post-Secondary 
Educators of the Disabled 
(CAPED) 
The biggest battle has been 
for a change in the attitudes 
of “ n o rm al’’ people, sav 
specialist educators. 
A recent survey of students 
asking if they would date a 
handicapped person, sit in a 
class with one, “expect an 
intelligent answ er if you 
asked them a question,” re­ 
vealed th at the 
reg u lar 
population needed educating 
about 
the 
handicapped, 
Fasteau said. 
Faculty people did not want 
handicapped people in their 
classes, especially the trade 
and vocational classes. 
Mrs. Beverley J. McKee, 
d istrict 
coordinator 
for 
handicapped program s in a 
California Community Col­ 
lege District, told of an auto 
repair instructor who could 
not understand how a deaf 
person could learn to repair 
transmissions because hear­ 
ing was important on the job. 
“He forgot that sound is 
only another form of vibra­ 
tion and the deaf person’s 
fingertips were just as sensi­ 


tive to those vibrations as the 
ears of the person who had 
hearing. The deaf person 
made an outstanding trans­ 
m ission re p a irm a n ,” she 
said. 
“Traditionally we have told 
the handicapped people what 
is good for them and they 
have had to accept that and 
be grateful for it,” 
said 
Fasteau. 
“Now they have their own 
voice. They show us how our 
simple and convenient world 
of steps and sidewalks is a 
combat course to them, and 
they are being heard,” he 
said. 
But the greatest cruelty, 
the grossest error, is the 
usual person’s assumption 
that to be physically handi­ 
capped automatically m eans 
that a person is mentally 
handicapped, the 
teachers 
and adm inistrators said. 


“ Many 
a 
needle-sharp 
mind rides in a wheel chair, 
looks at the world through 
immensely thick glasses or 
experiences life through a 
paralyzed body,” said one in­ 
structor. 


But the attitudes of other 
people have kept those minds 
isolated. 
The 
handicapped 
who were in college five 
years ago went immediately 
home after their classes. 
They never joined in cam pus 
activities.

recall 
any 
situation comedy

This society of ours! It’s so advanced we have to have 
three types of taxation just to keep up with government: 
Direct taxation—the old-fashioned way as on incomes, 
sales, death and gifts. 
Indirect taxation—as in inflation which goes up as the 
dollar goes down. 
And regulation taxation—as in the cost of government 
controls, rules, regulations and redtape. 
All three take the money right out of your pocket. 
Take regulation taxation. It increases the cost of 
production, raises the price of the product, and forces you to 
pay more for what you buy. Call it whatever you wish—it’s 
still a tax. And, a taxisa tax isa tax. 
Consider this: in 1974, folks who bought made-in-USA cars 
were forced to pay an extra $3 billion for the buzzers and 
beepers and safety beasties mandated by the federal 
government. At least 40 percent of the buyers found ways to 
disconnect or short-circuit those gadgets. But, the extra $3 
billion was taken from the consumer’s pocket. That is 
taxation by regulation. 
It is safe to say that at least one-tenth of our total gross 
national product goes for the expense of government rules, 
regulations, redtape and whatever widgets are mandated to 
comply with whatever laws. One-tenth! That’s more than 
$100 billion! 
If you think that’s exaggeration, mark this: just the 
payroll costs, just for the federal forms back here, come to 
$3 billion T hat’s just the payroll, just for federal govern­ 
ment and only for the regulatory agencies! 
There are more than 5,000 different types of federal forms. 
Not including tax or banking forms. The Exxon company 
spends about 112 man-years annually to wrestle with its 
federal forms. That comes to $3.5 million a year. Who pays 
the $3.5 million? The consumer does, in the price of Exxon’s 
products. 
All told, American business spends 130 million man hours 
a year messing with federal paperwork. At $4 an hour, that’s 
$520 million—half a billion—for shuffling papers. And you 
pick up the tab You and the rest of the consumers. 
Sure, some government regulation is necessary. But, it is 
time to weigh the cost of such regulation and control against 
the public benefits achieved. It is time to get rid of those 
regulations and those regulatory bureaus that cost more 
than they are worth. 
In other words, what’s needed most right now is control of 
the controllers!
